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Mulheren joins race in 2nd District

The growing list of hopefuls lining up to 
challenge Jim Wattenburger’s 2nd District 
supervisor seat became one entry longer 
Thursday as Ukiah businessman Jim 
Mulheren announced his candidacy. 

Mulheren joins City Council member 
John McCowen and Estelle Palley Clifton 
this week in declaring their intentions to vie 
for the Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors position. 

In addition to owning Ukiah Custom 
Cabinets, Mulheren is the past chairman of 
the Greater Ukiah Chamber of Commerce, 
a director of the Mendo-Lake Credit Union, 


the 2004-05 president of the North Coast 
Builders Exchange, past commissioner of 
the City of Ukiah Airport Commission and 
is a current city of Ukiah planning commis- 
sioner and its past chairman. 

Mulheren said that unlike McCowen and 
Palley Clifton, he supports the redesignation 
of the former Masonite site as Mixed-Use 
Masonite and said that its development 
could be a boost to the local economy. 

“There’s people that drive through our 
valley, and I’d like that money that’s being 
spent elsewhere to stay here,” he said. “We 
need to not only stop the leakage of sales tax 
dollars to Sonoma County, but draw in 
shoppers and tourists as well.” 


Mulheren said he agrees with what he 
sees as Wattenburger’s support of the idea 
by voting for the possible rezoning of the 
site by opting for it to be studied in an envi- 
ronmental impact report at the Aug. 21 
board meeting. 

“I don’t disagree with what they’ve 
done,” he said. “I think (Wattenburger) did 
say that he wanted to look at the worst-case 
scenario. I get tired of people attacking the 
supervisors, but they leave themselves open 
to criticism by not explaining their votes.” 

Calls to Wattenburger by The Daily 
Journal Thursday regarding his intentions 
for re-election weren’t immediately 
returned.

Murder 
suspect 
in court

David Edward Duree, the suspect 
in Monday’s fatal shooting of Doreen 
Fisher in Leggett, appeared in court 
Thursday but did not enter a plea. 

Duree, 60, of Covelo, has been 
charged with first-degree murder with 
the special allegation that he commit- 
ted the crime with a firearm. 

According to sheriff’s reports, 
Duree and another man approached 
Fisher at around 7:30 p.m. Monday in 
the 68000 block of Highway 101 in 
Leggett. 

The three got into an argument, 
Fisher and Duree both drew handguns, 
and Fisher was killed. 

The argument had to do with land- 
lord-tenant issues, according to sher- 
iff’s reports. 

In court Thursday, Public Defender 
Linda Thompson said she would rep- 
resent Duree for the purpose of setting 
another hearing for arraignment but 
that Duree’s family was attempting to 
hire private counsel. 

Duree entered the courtroom 
Thursday with the aid of a walker. He 
is being held at the Mendocino County 
Jail on a $550,000 bond. 

Duree is scheduled to enter a plea at 
8:30 a.m. Nov. 26.

State Dept. drops plans to force 
diplomats to Iraq after filling vacancies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The State Department is dropping 
plans to force diplomats to serve in Iraq because volunteers 
have filled all 48 vacant positions at the U.S. Embassy in 
Baghdad and in outlying provinces, The Associated Press has 
learned. The department will announce it no longer needs to 
move to “directed assignments” for Iraq once personnel panels 
give a formal OK to foreign service officers who signed up for 
the remaining three open jobs, U.S. officials said Thursday. 
Those three diplomats have won tentative approval, they said. 

The announcement could come as early as Friday, the offi- 
cials said. They spoke on condition of anonymity because the 
decision has not been announced. 

Officials had indicated this week that a forced call-up might 
not be necessary after volunteers cut the number of vacant posts 
to 11 by Tuesday. All were filled by Thursday with only the 
final screening process for the last three spots pending, they 
said. The announcement will be a major relief for Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice and the department’s senior manage- 
ment. They had struggled to quell a revolt among diplomats 
who questioned the ethics of ordering unarmed civilians into a 
war zone under penalty of dismissal. 


Pentagon turning over unused military 
air space to relieve flight congestion 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ahead of the holiday travel crunch, 
President Bush ordered steps Thursday to reduce air traffic con- 
gestion and long delays that have left passengers stranded. 

The most significant change is that the Pentagon will open 
unused military airspace from Florida to Maine to create “a 
Thanksgiving express lane” for commercial airliners. It will be 
open next week for five days — Wednesday through Sunday — 
for the busiest days of Thanksgiving travel. 

Officials said the chief benefit would be to speed takeoffs 
from New York airports, particularly during bad weather. 

Bush called holiday travel “a season of dread for too many 
Americans.” He said the problems with delayed flights are 
“clear to anybody who’s been traveling. Airports are very 
crowded. Travelers are being stranded and flights are delayed, 
sometimes with a full load of passengers sitting on the runway 
for hours. “These failures carry some real costs for the country, 
not just in the inconvenience they cause but in the business they 
obstruct and the family gatherings they cause people to miss,” 
the president said. “We can do better.” 


Iran generally truthful on aspects of its 
nuclear history, UN atomic agency says 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) — A report from the U.N nuclear 
watchdog agency on Thursday found Iran to be generally truth- 
ful about key aspects of its nuclear history, but it warned that its 
knowledge of Tehran’s present atomic work was shrinking. 

The White House said it would continue to push for a third 
round of U.N. sanctions against Iran despite the findings by the 
International Atomic Energy Agency report. 

The IAEA report, released to its 35 board members, also con- 
firmed that Tehran continued to defy the U.N. Security Council 
by ignoring its repeated demands to freeze uranium enrichment, 
a potential pathway to nuclear arms. 

White House press secretary Dana Perino said the report 
indicated that Iran has not suspended its enrichment-related 
activities and continues to defy the international community. 

“We believe that selective cooperation is not good cika ‘a 
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she said. “Iran continues to walk away from a deal that has been 
offered to them. We said they can have a civil nuclear program 
if they’ll just suspend their current activities.” 


Gates threatens layoffs, contract cuts, 
if Congress doesn’t pass war funding 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said Thursday that unless Congress passes funding for the Iraq 
war within days, he will direct the Army and Marine Corps to 
begin developing plans to lay off employees and terminate con- 
tracts early next year. Gates, who met with members of 
Congress on Wednesday, said that he does not have the money 
or the flexibility to move funding around to adequately cover 
the costs of the continuing operations in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“There is a misperception that this department can continue 
funding our troops in the field for an indefinite period of time 
through accounting maneuvers, that we can shuffle money 
around the department. This is a serious misconception,” Gates 
told reporters at the Pentagon. As a result, he said that he is 
faced with the undesirable task of preparing to cease operations 
at Army bases by mid-February, and lay off about 100,000 
defense department employees and an equal number of civilian 
contractors. A month later, he said, similar moves would have 
to be made by the Marines. Some members of Congress believe 
the Pentagon can switch enough money to cover the war 
accounts, Gates said. But he added that he only has the flexibil- 
ity to transfer about $3.7 billion — which is just one week’s 
worth of war expenses. Lawmakers, he said, may not under- 
stand how complicated and restrictive the situation is. 


USDA says ConAgra’s safety plan 
at pot pie plant was flawed 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — The USDA allowed ConAgra Foods 
Inc. to resume making its Banquet and private label pot pies 
because the company corrected the flaws in its safety plan at its 
Missouri plant that inspectors found after the pies were linked 
to a salmonella outbreak. Those pot pies were recalled last 
month after hundreds of people who ate them became ill. 

A spokeswoman for the Department of Agriculture’s Food 
Safety and Inspection Service said Thursday that ConAgra took 
action to correct the problems inspectors found after the Oct. 11 
recall. ConAgra announced Wednesday that it had resumed 
making pot pies at the Marshall, Mo., plant, and the company 
expects the pies to return to stores sometime in January. 

USDA spokeswoman Amanda Eamich said details of the 
inspectors’ findings at the plant would be released only through 
a formal Freedom Of Information Act request. 

Eamich would say only that there was a record-keeping 
problem and an issue with ConAgra’s Hazard Analysis Critical 
Control Point plan that spells out what the company does to 
ensure its products are safe. 


Pakistani opposition leader urges unity 
government to supplant Musharraf 


ISLAMABAD), Pakistan (AP) — Benazir Bhutto urged fel- 
low opposition leaders Thursday to join her in an alliance that 
could govern until elections, but Pakistan’s embattled military 
leader gave no sign he might hand over power and named his 
own interim prime minister. 

The proposal came on the eve of a visit by a top U.S. envoy 
who was coming to press President Gen. Pervez Musharraf to 
end emergency rule and free thousands of people detained for 
political activism and demonstrating. 

Analysts were waiting for Musharraf’s announcement Friday 
of a caretaker Cabinet to oversee parliamentary elections 
promised by Jan. 9. A lack of any members friendly to the oppo- 
sition would intensify doubts about the fairness of the ballot and 
further fuel discontent.

Undercover survey of 3,045 stores finds 
major wireless security gaps at half 


BOSTON (AP) — 


Half of more than 3,000 retail stores that 


a wireless security company secretly monitored at major shop- 
ping centers in the U.S. and Europe use wireless data systems 
vulnerable to hacking, the company said Thursday. 

The data stores routinely transmit on wireless networks 


includes customer credit card and social security numbers and 
other sensitive information. AirDefense Inc., an Atlanta-based 
maker of security products for wireless data systems, found that 
about 25 percent of the stores’ 4,748 wireless access points 
were exchanging data with no encryption at all to mask the 
information. Another 25 percent were using an outdated 
encryption method called Wireless Equivalent Privacy that 
AirDefense said is easily cracked by thieves using widely avail- 
able tools. The remaining half of the access points — the con- 
nections between wireless devices and computer networks — 
were using newer ee methods.

Since Hurricane Katrina 
devastated parts of Louisiana, 
several people from Ukiah 
have tried to help out in vari- 
ous ways. 

Three who have traveled to 
Louisiana to help — a family 
active in the Ukiah United 
Methodist Church -- have 
been Ukiahans Bill and Peter 
Baker and Annie Gould. 

Bill and Annie, with son, 
Peter, have been integral in 
planning the Saturday Cajun 
Dinner and Dance fundraiser 
which will fund the next trip 
to help Katrina victims. Bill 
and Peter will be the chefs and 
Annie is doing the necessary 
choreography to bring the 
event to fruition. 

It can often provide more 
insight when we hear personal 
stories about news events, 
near or far. Following is one 
family’s story of helping in 
Louisiana, in their own words.

people from all over the coun- 
try, providing a small service 
that must be done for free so 
all the funds can be used for 
inventory,” she says of her 
trip. 
Bill Baker, who is a local 
teacher, tells his story about 
the experience: “Like you, I 
watched in awe as TV showed 
the full force of Hurricane 
Katrina sweeping across the 
Gulf Coast. And I watched in 
despair as our federal govern- 
ment failed to respond ade- 
quately to the emergency. But 
as a United Methodist 
Volunteer in Mission I had the 
opportunity to go myself to 
East Biloxi, Mississippi, 
along with my son, Peter, to 
personally help families get 
back into their homes 
“We were not prepared for 
what we found. The devasta- 
tion from Hurricane Katrina 
was incredible -- the TV 
images we had seen only hint- 
ed at the destruction. Many 
houses had simply disap- 
peared, swept away complete- 
ly by the storm surge. Homes 
that survived the waters need- 
ed to be bleached out, stripped 
down, and rebuilt. Half the 
families simply no longer had 
a place to call home and had 
to leave. Those who stayed 
were sometimes living under 
cardboard and plywood shel- 
ters, surviving on MRE’s and 
bottled water. They joked that 
FEMA stood for ‘Federal 
Employees, Missing in 
Action.’ 
“Our VIM team worked a 


supplies and tools, and in the 
week we were there, helped 
two families move back into 
their homes. Their joy and 
relief was indescribable. And 
that experience of healing and 
recovery will stay as a bless- 
ing for all of us who worked 
there. 

“But the job of recovery is 
not yet done. After all this 
time, people are still home- 
less. Houses are still in critical 
need of repair before they can 
be lived in. That is why VIM 
is still there. And that is why 
Peter and I are going back to 
help once more.” 

Fifteen-year-old Peter 
Baker is in the 10th grade at 
Ukiah High School and has 
gone on two mission trips so 
far: “My time with the United 
Methodist Volunteers in 
Mission has been a growing 
and learning experience. It has 
helped me to better appreciate 
what difficulties people in a 
natural disaster face and how 
we can all help them. 
UMVIM has done so much in 
cooperation with UMCOR 
(the umbrella United 
Methodist Committee on 
Relief) that I feel more than 
proud to have served in this 
gratifying program of help to 
the world. It has led me to do 
great things, learn skills, and 
help repair people’s lives. 

“Some interesting things 
about UMCOR are the fact 
that they are the only relief 
organization with long-term 
commitments in the Gulf 
Coast region. They also raised

Warm Line now available 
weekdays for county residents 


The Warm Line, a telephone support line for people facing 
emotional challenges, is now available weekdays from Noon to 
3 p.m., as well as on weekend evenings. Staffed by peer volun- 
teers trained to provide support for emotional and mental health 
recovery, the county-wide Warm Line is open Monday through 
Friday from 12 to 3 p.m. as well as on Friday and Saturday 
evenings from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m. 

Expressly not a hot line or a crisis line, the new Warm Line 
is part of a larger Mental Health Services Act funded peer sup- 
port project called CARE (Community Action for Recovery and 
Education). Funded through the Mendocino County Mental 
Health Branch of the Health and Human Services agency as 
part of a wider community-developed vision for new mental 
health services, the Warm Line is operated by A Healing 
Cooperative, a client-run, mutual support program. The dollars 
made available through MHSA accrue from a new tax on annu- 
al incomes over $1 million passed into law as Proposition 63 in 
2004. In addition to the Warm Line, CARE also involves train- 
ing for peer support specialists and peer support Resource 
Centers in Willits, Fort Bragg and Ukiah. 

The Warm Line is accessed through the existing county-wide 
Crisis Line, which can be called locally in Fort Bragg, Willits 
and Ukiah or through a toll free number from anywhere in 
Mendocino County.

Polarizing politics 


Americans say they are weary of political polariza- 
tion and pugnacity. If so, the current situation in presi- 
dential politics is unstable: The leading Democratic 
and Republican candidates, Hillary Clinton and Rudy 
Giuliani, are the most polarizing and pugnacious can- 
didates, respectively. Hence Barack Obama and Mitt 
Romney might be stronger than national polls suggest. 

James Carville, political consultant and aphorist, 
says: Nothing validates a candidate to voters as much 
as other voters. If Romney wins Iowa and New 
Hampshire -- no Republican has ever won both -- and 
then Michigan, where his father was governor, he will 
reach South Carolina very validated indeed. 

Giuliani has a double-digit lead in Florida, but if he 
wins the nomination after starting the delegate selec- 
tion events 0-4, he will do something not done since 
prehistoric times. In 1952, Illinois Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson was nominated by bosses, an extinct 
species, who would not countenance the candidacy of 
Tennessee Sen. Estes Kefauver. The New York Times 
of May 11, 1952, proclaimed: 

KEFAUVER WINS VOTES 

BUT NOT PARTY LEADERS 

Kefauver had won every primary except Florida’s, 
where he narrowly lost not to Stevenson but to Georgia 
Sen. Richard Russell. 

Giuliani’s strategy might be shrewd. Before Florida 
votes on Jan. 29, only 154 delegates will have been 
chosen. Florida, where Giuliani leads by 17 points, 
will allocate 57. Seven days later, 20 states vote, 
including California (173 delegates), where Giuliani 
has another double-digit lead. Romney’s campaign 
serenely notes that in 2004, when John Kerry won 
Iowa and New Hampshire, he shot from about 9 per- 
cent to 52 percent among Democrats. That is valida- 
tion. 

An Obama victory in Iowa might be initially injuri- 
ous to Romney, but beneficial to him four days later in 
New Hampshire. If Romney, who leads in Iowa, wins 
there and Obama beats Clinton, the latter story will 
overshadow the former. But an Obama win in Iowa 
would radically raise the stakes of the Democrats’ New 
Hampshire primary. Independents there can vote in 
either party’s primary. In 2000, they flooded into the 
Republican contest, dooming Bill Bradley’s challenge 
to Al Gore and propelling John McCain to victory over 
George W. Bush, who won the Republican portion of 
that primary. If this time independents are drawn to the 
Democratic primary, that will hurt not just McCain but 
also Giuliani, whose strength with independents sup- 
ports his claim of superior electability. 

At last Saturday’s Jefferson-Jackson Day dinner in 
Des Moines, Obama spoke with characteristic oblique- 
ness but unmistakable bite when he said he was not 
running “because I believe it’s somehow owed to me.” 
The aura of inevitability that Clinton’s campaign has 
cultivated carries an unpleasant aroma of entitlement. 
This is grating to Iowans, who feel entitled to a role 
grander than that of ratifying a preordained outcome. 

At that dinner, Joe Biden, speaking with character- 
istic good sense and uncharacteristic concision, said 
there is “not a single, solitary problem out there that 
can be solved with a 51 percent solution.” That is, 
another close election will guarantee another four 
years of paralysis. 

For conservatives, who think gridlocked govern- 
ment is wonderful, that is a second reason to hope 
Clinton is nominated. The first is that she would be 
easier to beat than Obama, for reasons highlighted in 
the latest Wall Street Journal/NBC poll: She is judged 
negatively by pluralities on sharing their positions on 
issues and, even more important, on likability and hon- 
esty. 

Large undertakings in domestic policy -- e.g., the 
enactments of Social Security in 1935 and of Medicare 
in 1965 -- often follow landslide elections. In the 15 
presidential elections since the Second World War, 
only twice has the Democratic candidate won 50 per- 
cent of the popular vote -- Lyndon Johnson emphati- 
cally in 1964 and Jimmy Carter narrowly in 1976. In 
2008, Obama is more likely than Clinton to win an 
impressive electoral vote total that will look like a 
mandate. Conservatives should think: Although 
Republicans have much to fear in 2008, they might 
have less to fear from her as a candidate and, if she 
wins, as a president, than they would from Obama. 

Carville, who studies Republicans with the detached 
condescension of an anthropologist among primitives, 
notes that former Gov. Jeb Bush of Florida is admired 
by social conservatives everywhere and by residents of 
his electorally crucial swing state (he left office with a 
63 percent approval rating). Carville believes that if 
Bush’s last name were anything else, the Republican 
nomination would already be effectively his. And he is 
just 54. 

But before shuddering at the prospect of Bush- 
Clinton-Bush-Clinton-Bush, take heart: The third 
Bush is not running and the second Clinton is hardly 
inevitable.

Thanks to Beaujolais 
Nouveau’s annual release on 
the third Thursday of 
November -- exactly one 
week before Thanksgiving -- 
the two have become as syn- 
onymous as champagne and 
New Year's Eve. 

Perhaps it is Beaujolais 
Nouveau’s timing that makes 
it the perfect wine to bring to 
the Thanksgiving table, but it 
is its versatility that keeps it 
there through Christmas and 
New Year’s. 

This fun, fruity wine, 
made from the Gamay grape 
in a hilly area of France, just 
north of Lyon, pairs well with 
many holiday flavors. “It is 
young and bright and is good 
with game like turkey or 
quail,” said Craig Stattman, 
Owner and Executive Chef of 
Petrona restaurant in down- 
town Ukiah. “It also goes 
well with mushrooms or light 
pastas.” 

Beaujolais Nouveau began 
nearly a century ago as a 
wine to be enjoyed as part of 
a harvest celebration. Casks 
of newly-made wine would 
be shipped by paddleboat to 
Lyon and Paris so that city 
dwellers would have a spirit 
with which to celebrate. 
Today, the French mark 
Beaujolais Nouveau’s arrival 
with clamorous festivities 
that range from hot-air bal- 
loons rushing bottles of the 
new release to city wine 
shops to planes jetting it to 
store shelves around the 
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globe. 

On the day of the release, 
revelers pack Parisian cafes 
like sports fans with glasses 
held high proclaiming "Le 
Beaujolais Nouveau est 
arrive!” (“The new 
Beaujolais has arrived!”) as 
they salute this fruity red 
release. Not to be excluded, 
Americans join in the revelry 
as wine shops and restaurants 
across the country, and in 
Northern California, hail the 
arrival with events such as 
wine tastings and themed- 
menu dinners. 

Although U.S. wine sellers 
receive shipments a few days 
in advance, French law man- 
dates that the new Beaujolais 
cannot be served before 
Beaujolais Day. The fanfare 
has earned Beaujolais 
Nouveau a huge following 
among casual wine drinkers 
around the world. Cases fly 
off the shelves both here and 
abroad, usually within days 
of their arrival.

Despite the hype, some 
wine critics aren’t impressed, 
describing its taste as unso- 
phisticated and reminiscent of 
grape Kool-Aid or bub- 
blegum. 

Dave Cancilla, Director of 
Wine at the David Berkley 
Collection, says that indeed 
the popularity of the wine is 
more a result of crafty mar- 
keting than masterful wine- 
making. 

“Certainly nobody should 
take Beaujolais Nouveau seri- 
ously. It is meant to be drunk 
immediately and it's just for 
fun. It's a young wine that 
you drink to celebrate the 
harvest.” 

Beaujolais Nouveau is so 
young in fact that its grapes 
are still on the vine just four 
months before its release. 

Cancilla says that the 
appeal of the wine is its pop- 
ulist nature. “It's an inexpen- 
sive red that is similar in 
some ways to a white.” It is 
best served chilled and lacks 
tannin, making it mild 
enough to go with nearly all 
foods, both savory and sweet. 

“You see it on so many 
Thanksgiving tables because 
the turkey and sides are the 
stars, not the wine. You have 
to accept Nouveau for what it 
is.”

Barry Bonds indicted on perjury, obstruction charges

SAN FRANCISCO — Barry 
Bonds was indicted Thursday for per- 
jury and obstruction of justice, 
charged with lying when he told a fed- 
eral grand jury that he did not know- 
ingly use performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

The indictment unsealed Thursday 
against baseball’s home-run king cul- 
minated a four-year investigation into 
steroid use by elite athletes. 

“During the criminal investigation, 
evidence was obtained including posi- 
tive tests for the presence of anabolic 
steroids and other performance 
enhancing substances for Bonds and 
other athletes,” the indictment read. 

In August, the 43-year-old Bonds 


passed Hank Aaron to become base- 
ball’s career home run leader. Late in 
the season, the San Francisco Giants 
told the seven-time National League 
MVP they didn’t want him back next 
year. 

Bonds finished the year with 762 
homers, seven more than Aaron, and is 
currently a free agent. In 2001, he set 
the season record with 73 home runs. 

John Burris, one of Bonds’ attor- 
neys, did not know of the indictment 
before being alerted by The Associated 
Press. He said he would immediately 
call Bonds to notify him. 

“I’m surprised,” Burris said, “but 
there’s been an effort to get Barry for a 
long time. I’m curious what evidence 
they have now they didn’t have 
before.” 


Bonds has repeatedly denied know- 
ingly using performance-enhancing 
drugs. He has never been identified by 
Major League Baseball as testing pos- 
itive. 

The White House quickly weighed 
in on the indictment. President Bush is 
a former owner of the Texas Rangers. 

“The president is very disappointed 
to hear this,” Bush spokesman Tony 
Fratto said. “As this case is now in the 
criminal justice system, we will refrain 
from any further specific comments 
about it. But clearly this is a sad day 
for baseball.” 

Former Senate Majority Leader 
George Mitchell, who is investigating 
drug use in baseball, declined com- 
ment. So did Hall of Fame vice presi- 
dent Jeff Idelson.

Bonds was charged in the indict- 
ment with lying when he said he didn’t 
knowingly take steroids given to him 
by his personal trainer and longtime 
friend, Greg Anderson. Bonds is also 
charged with lying that Anderson 
never injected him with steroids. 

“Greg wouldn’t do that,” Bonds tes- 
tified in December 2003 when asked if 
Anderson ever gave him any drugs 
that needed to be injected. “He knows 
I’m against that stuff.” 

Bonds became the highest-profile 
figure caught up in the government 
investigation launched in 2002 with 
the raid of the Bay Area Laboratory 
Co-Operative (BALCO), the 
Burlingame-based supplements lab at

San Diego Padres ace Jake Peavy wins 
NL Cy Young Award in unanimous vote

NEW YORK — Jake Peavy was a 
unanimous winner of the NL Cy 
Young Award on Thursday after lead- 
ing the league in wins, ERA and 
strikeouts — pitching’s version of a 
Triple Crown. 

The San Diego Padres ace received 
all 32 first-place votes and finished 
with 160 points in balloting by the 
Baseball Writers’ Association of 
America. Arizona  sinkerballer 
Brandon Webb, last year’s winner, was 
a distant runner-up with 94 points. He 
was listed second on 31 ballots and 
third on one. 

“Obviously, I was elated. This is as 
big as it gets as far as individual 
awards,” Peavy said on a conference 
call. “Truly amazing. A very humbling 


day when you think about all my peers 
that take the mound every fifth day.” 

Peavy went 19-6 while topping the 
majors in ERA (2.54) and strikeouts 
(240) for the Padres, who came within 
one win of their third consecutive 
playoff berth. He joined Roger 
Clemens as the only starting pitchers 
to win a Cy Young Award without 
tossing a complete game. 

Clemens did it once in each league: 
2001 with the New York Yankees (AL) 
and 2004 with Houston (NL). 

“I can definitely get better. Our 
bullpen’s been so stinkin’ good around 
here it’s hard to get deep in these 
games,” Peavy said. “I’ve got a long 
way to go to be who I want to be.” 

It was the 12th time an NL pitcher 
has been a unanimous choice for the

Darren Collison to miss another 
10 days for No. 2 UCLA

LOS ANGELES — Darren Collison 
will be out another 10 days for No. 2 
UCLA because of a sprained left knee, 
with the point guard projected to play for 
the first time Nov. 28 against George 
Washington. 

That means Collison will be watching 
from the bench again when the Bruins (3- 
0) play Maryland in the semifinals of the 
CBE Classic on Monday night in Kansas 
City. A victory would advance them to 
the final against either No. 12 Michgian 
State or Missouri. 

Collison is working out, but he’s not 
practicing with the team. He wore a knee 
brace for the first time Wednesday while 
doing drills, but doesn’t feel confident 
pushing off on his left leg. 

The junior injured his knee in UCLA’s 
first preseason game on Nov. 2. 

“I want to go out there and play so bad, 
but we have a long season,” he said 
Thursday. “I thought I was going to play 
Monday.” 

Coach Ben Howland said Collison is 
not as far along as he had hoped. 

“He’s so winded right now. He didn’t 
do anything for 10 days,” he said. “We’re 
going to be very, very conservative and 
careful. I don’t want anything to happen 
long-term with this.” 

Russell Westbrook will make his 
fourth consecutive start in Collison’s 
place. The sophomore guard is averaging 


11 points, six assists and three turnovers 
in 29 minutes. 

“Russell has got to come in and play 
composed, and he’s got the confidence to 
do it,” said freshman Kevin Love, who is 
averaging a team-leading 20.7 points and 
10 rebounds. 

Westbrook made one start last season, 
on the road at West Virginia. He was 1- 
for-11 from the field, with four assists 
and three turnovers in a 70-65 loss.

Roll is not here,” Howland said. “He was 
playing the best he’s ever played at 
UCLA.” 

Roll also might return against George 
Washington or Texas on Dec. 2. Forward 
James Keefe, recovering from offseason 
foot surgery, could be back in early 
December. 

Their absences have the Bruins down 
to just eight scholarship players heading 
into the season’s first road trip. 

“It’s tough, but it’s preseason,” Love 
said.

Bonds has long been shad- 
owed by allegations that he 
used performance-enhancing 
drugs. The son of former big 
league star Bobby Bonds, 
Barry broke into the majors 
with the Pittsburgh Pirates in 
1986 as a lithe, base-stealing 
outfielder. 

By the late 1990s, he’d 
bulked up to more than 240 
pounds — his head, in partic- 
ular, becoming noticeably 
bigger. His physical growth 
was accompanied by a 
remarkable power surge. 

Speculation of his impend- 
ing indictment had mounted 
for more than a year. 

In July 2006, the U.S. attor- 
ney in San Francisco took the 
unusual step of going public 
with the investigation. After 
the previous panel’s 18-month 
term expired, he announced 
he was handing it off to a new 
grand jury.

Saturday afternoon — 
imagine what a special time 
that must have been for 
women who lived on remote 
farms and ranches in 
Mendocino County in the late 
1800’s. Although the men 
worked six days of the week, 
the women had a chance to 
come into town on Saturday 
afternoon to prepare for 
church the next day. 

As Jini Reynolds, current 
president of the Saturday 
Afternoon Club explains, “It 
was their time to come 
together because they weren’t 
together during the week. 
They could have tea, see cul- 
tural presentations, and visit 
with each other.” 

The “official” Ukiah 
Saturday Afternoon Club was 
established in 1904 during a 
meeting at the home of Miss 
Ganter, with thirty members 
enrolled. According to the 
Club’s record from 1904: 
“three progressive Ukiah 
ladies...organized a club for: 
the promotion and enjoyment 
of civic, literary and social 
activities.” The women met at 
each other’s homes, choosing 
them alphabetically, on alter- 
nate Saturdays. The first 
study program dealt with 
Russian literature and extend- 
ed over several meetings, 
closing with a Russian tea on 
June 8, 1904. 

The Club purchased the 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
building in 1927 for $6,000. 
They bought the church 
building through bonds from 
their members. The steeple 
was removed and the porches 
were extended across the 
front of the building. It would 
be a space for music, theater, 
benefits, meetings, and class- 
es. 

In addition to providing 
benefits for its members, the 
Ukiah Saturday Afternoon 
Club’s civic accomplishments

By Susanne Norgard 
were extensive. It organized 
and bought books for Ukiah’s 
first library and later instigat- 
ed the establishment of a 
Carnegie library in Ukiah. It 
bought sewing machines for 
the grammar school and 
established drinking fountains 
at the grammar school and 
the park. Members helped 
keep the cemetery clean, 
planted the Redwood in the 
court house plaza (dedicated 
to “the boys who lost their 
lives in the World War”), and 
planted other trees down 
State Street. “They were 
models of civic engagement,” 
Jini remarks. “We could learn 
a lot by their example.” 

That is not to say that 
Saturday Afternoon Club 
members were not concerned 
with style. Alice Oakley, a 
current club member, relates 
that her mother-in-law, 
Myrtle Oakley, was a mem- 
ber of the club in the 1940s. 
“You had to wear a hat,” she 
remembers. “You couldn’t go 
to the club without your hat 
and gloves.” 

Although the Saturday 
Afternoon Club was always 
much more than a building, 
the structure is near and dear 
to many in Ukiah. It is the 
oldest remaining church in 


Ukiah, dating from circa 
1886. When the Club mem- 
bers made the very difficult 
decision to sell the building, 
they did not want the history 
and spirit of the Ukiah 
Saturday Afternoon Club to 
disappear. That is why they 
opened the Ukiah Saturday 
Afternoon Club endowment 
fund at the Community 
Foundation. The fund will be 
invested, with the money 
earned on investments mak- 
ing grants to programs that 
help women and girls to 
develop their potential. “It is 
our way of keeping the spirit 
of the club alive,” says Alice. 

From a history of the 
Ukiah Saturday Afternoon 
Club, supplied by Sylvia 
Corona, I read this beautiful 
summary: “But who were 
these women? For the most 
part the newspapers recog- 
nized them by their hus- 
bands’ names: Mrs. Carl 
Purdy, Mrs. Charles Mannon, 
Mrs. Standley, Mrs. William 
Bromley, Mrs. W. F. Thomas, 
Mrs. J. W. Eversole...But 
searching further in the backs 
of old club record books we 
find mention of Vesta, Eva, 
Myrtle, Vahna, Frances, 
Ethel... These women did not 
put themselves first, but 
rather worked quietly behind 
the scenes, slowly and steadi- 
ly helping to improve a town 
they called home.” 

I cannot imagine a better 
example of the spirit of “giv- 
ing back” than that which 
was, and is, exhibited by the 
women of the Saturday 
Afternoon Club. If you want

Allen bounced from school 
to school until a loaf of 
banana bread and a chance 
meeting with a chef from the 
Osaka Culinary Academy 
resulted in Allen teaching 
American cuisine to Japanese 
students until 1995. 

Later that year, a visit to a 
friend in Northern California 
led to Allen purchasing the 
Très Classique office from 
Bacon, and “with no knowl- 
edge of dressings whatsoev- 
er,” but a desire to move on, 
he purchased the business. 
Within a year of taking over, 
Allen lost all his supply con- 
tracts and Bacon’s customers. 

“I had no idea where 
Ukiah even was,” Allen said 
while laughing at his lack of 
California geographical 
knowledge. “The first three 
years here were a struggle. I 
just reminded myself I had 
nothing to lose.” 

Wanting to see the project 
through, Allen battled 
through his struggles until yet 
another chance occurrence 
led him on a path to the 
hand-mixed oils and vinegars 
that would eventually become 
the mainstay of Très 
Classique. 

“One of my former sales- 
people was making a salad 
for her son, who hated salads, 
and she mixed some of our 
oil and citrus-flavored vine- 
gar,” he said. “She called and 
told me about her creation. 
Once I tasted it, I knew at 
that moment we had some- 
thing extraordinary.” 

And with a simple mix of 
oil and citrus-flavored 
vinegar, Allen’s top-selling 
product was created: Lemon 
Splash. 

“Having customers come 
up to me and say that Lemon 
Splash is great is the best,” 
Allen said. “To know that we 
have a product that is on top 
of their flavor list is amazing. 
Customers are always our 
main source of ideas and 
feedback.” 

Almost three years later, 
Allen and his fun-loving, six- 
person production crew are 
still creating the lemony mix 
that has helped the business 
enter new territory, but they 
also have more than 50 
different products including 
25 different oils and vinegars 
all for sale with the

company’s signature product. 


possibility of expanding into 
the flavor-infused maple 
syrup market in 2008. 

He jokingly said that as 
long as the Food Network 
remains on the air the 
possibilities for new recipes 
and creations are endless. 

“T’m watching the Food 
Network religiously now,” he 
explained. “It’s all about 
learning from the shows. I 
can take their recipes from 
the shows and modify them 
to include our products. It’s 
just wonderful.” 

Allen said he realized early 
on with his oils and vinegars 
that tasting is believing. The 
pricing for the oils and vine- 
gars varies between $15 for 
an 8.4-ounce bottle all the 
way to $22 for a 12-ounce 
bottle. He said he refuses to 
market his creations to stores 
that don’t allow sampling, 
which means it’s unlikely 
you’ll see his oils on the shelf 
of many supermarkets, but 
that doesn’t mean you can’t 
find the products in Ukiah. 


Allen and his Trés 
Classique team have become 
a fixture at Ukiah’s Farmers 
Market, where the team does 
much of its local business. He 
explained that Trés 
Classique’s business is not 
limited to Mendocino County 
as his team of sales represen- 
tatives attend local streets 
fairs and festivals in the Bay 
area, Southern California, 
Nevada, Utah and Arizona, 
among others. 


Smart car arrives at auto show

LOS ANGELES — The 
Smart car is certainly making 
a smart move: Hitting the U.S. 
market just as gas prices pass 
the $3-a-gallon mark. 

The 8-foot, 8-inch Smart 
Fortwo micro car is one of the 
stars of the Los Angeles Auto 
Show, where it’s trying to 
drum up buyers before it goes 
on sale in January. 

Europeans have been dri- 
ving Smart cars for a decade, 
but the Smart is just now hit- 
ting U.S. roadways. Smart 
USA President Dave 
Schembri, who worked on a 
team that considered a Smart 
sport utility vehicle for the 
U.S. market in the late 1990s, 
said the country just wasn’t 
ready for Smart at the time. 
But fuel prices and increasing 
concern about the environ- 
ment have changed that, he 
said. 

“We need to get smaller in 
society in terms of our con- 
sumption,” Schembri said. 

Subcompact cars made up 
2.4 percent of the U.S. market 
in the first 10 months of this 
year, compared with 1.7 per- 
cent a year ago, according to 
the Power Information 
Network, a division of J.D. 
Power and Associates. 

Smart is now contacting 
the 30,000 people who have 
plunked down $99 to reserve 
the two-seater, a group that 
includes college students and 
Baby Boomers, RV owners 
and multimillionaires, 
Schembri said. California, 
Arizona, Texas, Florida, and 
New York are among the top 
states for reservations. 

“It’s a car that has all the 
rational reasons to buy it, it 
has all the social responsibili- 
ty reasons to buy it, and in 
addition, you get an emotion- 
al kick with this car,” he said. 
“When you go up to any traf- 
fic light or stop at any store, 


you get reaffirmed that you 
made a great purchase. People 
are giving you a thumbs up or 
a smile or taking your picture. 
What other kind of product 
can you buy and get that 
immediate admiration?” 

The Smart’s base price is 
$11,590, and a fully loaded 
Smart Fortwo Passion con- 
vertible goes for $16,950. The 
1,800-pound car gets 40 miles 
per gallon. 

The cars will be made in 
France and sold through 73 
U.S. dealers.

Robbery suspect charged with murder in Lakeport shootings

LAKEPORT — Three young black men 
break into a white man’s home in rural 
Northern California. The homeowner shoots 
two of them to death — but it’s the surviving 
black man who is charged with murder. 

In a case that has brought cries of racism 
from civil rights groups, Renato Hughes Jr., 22, 
was charged by prosecutors in this overwhelm- 
ingly white county under a rarely invoked legal 
doctrine that could make him responsible for 
the bloodshed. 

He is scheduled to go on trial Nov. 27. 

“Tt was pandemonium” inside the house that 
night, District Attorney Jon Hopkins said. 
Hughes was responsible for “setting the whole 
thing in motion by his actions and the actions 
of his accomplices.” 

Prosecutors said homeowner Shannon 
Edmonds opened fire Dec. 7 after three young 
men rampaged through the Clearlake house 
demanding marijuana and brutally beat his 
stepson. Rashad Williams, 21, and Christian

Foster, 22, were shot in the back. Hughes fled. 

Hughes was charged with first-degree mur- 
der under California’s Provocative Act doc- 
trine, versions of which have been on the 
books in many states for generations but are 
rarely used. 

The Provocative Act doctrine does not 
require prosecutors to prove the accused 
intended to kill. Instead, “they have to show 
that it was reasonably foreseeable that the 
criminal enterprise could trigger a fatal 
response from the homeowner,’ said Brian 
Getz, a San Francisco defense attorney uncon- 
nected to the case. 

The NAACP complained that prosecutors 
came down too hard on Hughes, who also 
faces robbery, burglary and assault charges. 
Prosecutors are not seeking the death penalty. 

The Rev. Amos Brown, head of the San 
Francisco chapter of the NAACP and pastor at 
Hughes’ church, said the case demonstrates the 
legal system is racist in Lake County. The 
sparsely populated county of 13,000 people is 
91 percent white and 2 percent black.

Brown and other NAACP officials are ask- 
ing why the homeowner is walking free. Tests 
showed Edmonds had marijuana and prescrip- 
tion medication in his system the night of the 
shooting. Edmonds had a prescription for both 
the pot and the medication to treat depression. 

The district attorney said that race played no 
part in the charges against Hughes and that the 
homeowner was spared prosecution because of 
evidence he was defending himself and his

family, who were asleep when the assailants 
barged in at 4 a.m. 

Edmonds’ stepson, Dale Lafferty, suffered 
brain damage from the baseball bat beating he 
took during the melee. The 19-year-old lives in 
a rehabilitation center and can no longer feed 
himself. “I didn’t do anything wrong. All I did 
was defend my family and my children’s 
lives,” said Edmonds, 33. “I’m sad the kids are 
dead; I didn’t mean to kill them.”
